This  is  the  story  of  Oiiiiiey’s  municipal  government  in  19o5.  It  is 
told  in  words,  figures  and  pictures. 

The  {)rime  pnr}»ose  of  this  annual  report  is  to  tell  the  people  of 
Qniney  how  their  elected  and  appointed  public  ser\ants  o[)erated  the 
city  government  during  the  year  and  where  their  tax  dollars  went. 

The  secondary  purpose  is  to  make  this  story  interesting  enough  to 
he  read  and  simple  enough  to  he  easily  understood. 

L<mg  ago  the  founding  forefathers  of  this  nation  — several  of  the 
greatest  sprang  from  Quincy  soil  — fashioned  a government  of  the 
people,  hy  the  people,  and  for  the  })eo}de.  It  has  remained  that  kind 
of  a government  heeause  the  American  people  have  kept  themselves 
informed  as  to  what  their  government  is  doing. 

In  the  American  ^ ay.  the  people  not  only  watch  their  government 
in  action  and  understand  it.  hut  also  dictate  to  it  through  the  ballot. 

This  point  was  illustrated  in  Qniney  in  195.5  when  the  people, 
after  trying  the  eonneil-manager  f<»rm  of  charter  for  six  years,  discarded 
it  through  the  referendum  and  substituted  the  mayor-eonneil  form  of 
government,  which  becomes  effective  in  1958. 

So  long  as  the  i)cople  keep  their  eye  and  their  hand  on  their  gov- 
ernment. it  has  to  serve  them  well.

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REPORT  FROM  THE  CITY  MANAGER 


The  year  1955  from  a municipal  standpoint  brought  many 
changes,  the  first  coming  with  the  resignation  of  Mr.  William 
J.  Deegan,  Jr.,  Quincy's  first  City  Manager.  Mr.  Deegan  had 
served  the  City  since  1950  and  much  progress  had  been  made 
in  the  City  during  his  regime. 

In  April  of  1955,  the  City  Council  appointed  Mr.  Donald 
H.  Blatt  as  City  Manager.  At  that  point  the  annual  appro- 
priations had  been  made  and  the  tax  rate  had  been  tentatively 
fixed  and  was  ultimately  approved  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Corporations  and  Taxations  at  $60.60,  the  highest  rate  in  the 
history  of  the  City  of  Quincy.  The  opponents  of  Plan  E 
immediately  seized  on  the  tax  rate  as  a means  of  getting 
Plan  A on  the  ballot  in  which  endeavor  they  were  successful 
in  the  summer  of  1955,  and  the  ballot  on  November  8 included 

the  question  of  the  acceptance  of  Plan  A with  the  Mayor 
elected  directly  and  nine  Councillors  elected  at  large  to  take 
effect  in  1958.  Because  of  the  impending  election,  much  more 
attention  was  given  to  municipal  functions  in  1955  than  in 
previous  years  and  it  was  perhaps  unfortunate  that  the  City 
Manager  identified  with  the  Plan  for  so  many  years  was  not  in 
office  to  explain  and  testify  many  of  the  advantages  made 
under  Plan  E.  The  failure  of  Citizen's  Organizations  which 
had  been  active  supporters  of  Plan  E to  revive  their  interest 
and  continue  their  support  contributed  materially  to  the  fact 
that  Plan  A was  accepted  by  a vote  of  14,378  to  12,851. 

After  the  election  there  were  several  immediate  re- 
actions, among  them  being  a general  questioning  in  the  minds 
of  municipal  employees  or  department  heads  as  to  what  the 
future  would  bring.  This  has  had  a bad  effect  on  the  morale 
of  the  entire  municipal  organization  and  has  shown  in  a slight 
lowering  of  the  efficient  level  of  administration  of  the 
city's  functions. 

In  spite  of  these  reactions,  however,  the  City  wound  up 
the  year  in  excellent  financial  condition  with  an  Excess  and 
Deficiency  Fund  of  $827,187.38,  of  which  $397,545.51  repre- 
sented free  cash  available  to  the  City  Council  for  appropria- 
tion. Of  the  total  amount  in  the  Excess  and  Deficiency  Fund 
$181,101.00  was  returned  from  unexpended  balances  in  depart- 
mental appropriations.  It  is  easy  to  see,  therefore,  that 
the  department  heads  and  employees  did  their  utmost  to 
conserve  and  spend  wisely  the  taxpayer's  money. 

During  1955,  there  were  many  programs  planned,  put  into 
operation,  and  completed.  The  cleaning  up  from  the  hurri- 
canes of  1954  was  completed  in  1955  and  reimbursement  obtained 
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from  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  for  a remarkably  high 
percentage  of  the  amount  spent.  Quincy  had  been  the  hardest 
hit  of  any  Massachusetts  community  and  had  the  best  record  of 
reimbursement  from  the  State  because  of  the  careful  work  of 
the  Public  Works  Department  and  the  Auditor's  Office  in  pre- 
paring the  claim  for  reimbursement.  The  City  was  visited 
with  a series  of  floods,  the  most  spectacular  of  which  came  in 
the  hurricane  rains  of  August  18  and  19,  1955.  Many  homes 
were  evacuated  and  pumping  operations  continued  for  weeks 
afterward.  All  departments  of  the  City  involved  with  safety, 
health  and  physical  well-being  of  the  citizens  worked  around 
the  clock  to  restore  order  and  safety  to  the  areas  involved. 
The  Civil  Defense  Organization  worked  well  in  assisting  in 
this  program.  The  need  was  pointed  out  at  that  time  for 
additional  communications  equipment  which  has  now  been  placed 
on  order  and  will  assist  in  the  event  of  future  disasters. 

The  flood  conditions  emphasized  the  lack  over  a period  of  many 
years  of  a comprehensive  program  of  drainage  construction  and 
maintenance.  In  order  to  expedite  the  program,  the  City 
Manager  took  immediate  action  to  speed  up  the  current  program 
for  storm  drains  and  to  plan  a long-range  program  by  engaging 
an  engineering  firm  for  this  purpose.  This  has  resulted  in 
improvements  now  under  contract  and  has  also  resulted  in  a 
better  maintenance  program,  in  the  1956  budget,  which  will 
lessen  the  danger  of  future  disasters  of  this  type. 

During  1955  the  City  Manager  obtained  funds  for,  and 
started  the  construction  of  the  Comfort  Station  in  the  new 
John  Hancock  Parking  area,  the  extension  of  which  was  com- 
pleted in  October  of  1955.  The  Comfort  Station  represents 
the  culmination  of  many  years  of  talk  and  planning  and  will  be 
of  great  service  to  the  many  thousands  who  use  the  parking  and 
shopping  facilities  afforded  them  in  Quincy.  In  addition  to 
the  completion  of  the  John  Hancock  Parking  Area,  additional 
parking  under  municipal  control  was  obtained  by  the  leasing 
and  conversion  of  the  Adams  Academy  Parking  Area  into  a 
metered  city  parking  area  which  will  provide  additional 
parking  at  the  north  end  of  the  business  district  of  Quincy 
Square.  Study  was  also  undertaken  for  the  possible  extension 
of  parking  facilities  into  the  Norfolk  Downs  area  and  it  is 
hoped  that  sometime  in  the  near  future  consideraton  will  be 
given  to  that  proposal. 

The  installation  of  a collection  chute  in  Hitchcock's 
O.uarry  represented  a new  approach  to  the  problem  of  dumping 
in  the  City  and  during  1955  fill  was  acquired  at  a very 
reasonable  cost  for  covering  all  of  the  old  quarries  that  had 
been  used  as  dumps  over  the  years.  The  approaches  to  the 
dump  area  on  Quarry  Street  were  cleaned  up  and  the  dumping 
operation  through  the  chute  was  found  to  be  successful,  except 
for  the  high  level  of  the  water  in  the  quarry.  Recommenda- 
tions were  forwarded  to  the  Council  for  the  appropriation  of 
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funds  for  a slackline  installation  which  would  make  it 
possible  to  clear  the  end  of  the  chute  and  improve  the  entire 
dumping  operation  at  Hitchcock's  Quarry.  When  this  is  done, 
the  City  will  have  the  best  possible  dumping  at  the  lowest 
possible  cost. 

During  1955  there  was  continuing  an  active  safety  pro- 
gram by  providing  a Safety  Education  Course  for  supervisory 
employees  in  the  Public  Works  Department.  This  program  is 
continuing  through  into  1956  and  funds  will  be  made  available 
for  the  safety  devices  necessary  to  insure  a better  safety 
record  and  better  working  conditions  for  city  employees. 

During  1955  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Thomas  Crane 
Public  Library  asked  for  and  received  the  City  Manager's 
approval  of  a survey  of  the  entire  library  facilities  offered 
by  the  City  of  Quincy.  The  report  has  been  received  and 
adopted  by  the  Trustees  and  it  is  their  intention  to  imple- 
ment the  program  recommended  in  the  report  of  the  survey. 

This  will  result  in  fewer  installations  with  better  service 
in  each  installation  to  more  people. 

A new  program  in  conjunction  with  the  department  head 
meetings  was  started  so  as  to  create  better  liaison  between 
the  City  and  industry.  This  consisted  of  inspection  tours  by 
groups  of  department  heads  to  several  industrial  firms  which 
volunteered  for  the  program.  The  people  in  these  industries 
were  given  an  opportunity  to  meet  the  City  department  heads 
and  the  department  heads  were  given  an  opportunty  thus  to 
learn  of  industrial  problems  in  the  community.  It  has  been 
mutually  beneficial  and  should  continue  to  be  of  benefit 
to  all. 

During  1955,  the  position  of  organized  labor  in  the 
community  was  given  further  recognition  by  the  appointment  of 
John  F.  Wipfler  to  the  post  of  Labor  Advisor  to  the  City 
Manager.  The  willingness  of  a State  Vice-President  of  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor  and  President  of  the  Central 
Labor  Union  to  serve  in  this  capacity  on  an  unpaid  basis 
represents  a milestone  in  the  good  record  of  labor  relations 
in  the  City  of  Quincy. 

The  continuation  of  the  school  building  program  was 
implemented  by  the  receipt  of  a grant  from  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment for  a school  in  the  Squantum  Gardens  area  to  be  known  as 
the  Myles  Standish  School.  The  architect  connected  with  the 
Broad  Meadows  Junior  High  School  was  engaged  to  draw  the  plans 
and  specifications  and  supervise  the  construction  of  the 
Myles  Standish  School  and  has  been  consulted  in  regard  to  the 
Atlantic  Junior  High  School.  The  Furnace  Brook  School  was 
occupied  during  the  year  representing  a very  valuable  addi- 
tion to  the  educational  facilities  offered  by  the  School 
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Department.  Contracts  were  let  for  the  constructon  of  the 
Broad  Meadows  Junior  High  School  and  the  end  of  the  school 
building  program  is  now  in  sight. 

In  summary,  may  I say  that  the  year  1955  was  marked  by 
the  extent  of  the  cooperation  between  the  City  Council  and 
the  City  Manager,  and  between  the  Departments  and  employees 
of  the  City.  May  I take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  all 
those  who  cooperated  and  made  the  year  1955  a progressive  one 
in  so  many  ways.  I would  like  to  extend  my  personal  thanks 
to  the  members  of  the  City  Council  for  their  interest,  support 
and  cooperation.

Olio  luindrod  iiiiMion  dollars  in  new  valuations  should  he  created  in  Quincy  within  the  next 
ten  vears.  provided  we  continue  to  develop  to  total  capacity  our  natural  resources  that  have  heen 
created  in  oiir  husiness  district. 

The  recreational  and  industrial  ojiportunities  provided  along  our  27  miles  of  waterfront  are 
unlimited. 

1'he  .S1.29(),()()0  presentlv  being  considered  hy  the  General  Court  for  the  improvement  of  Wol- 
laston Beach  would  create  one  of  New  England's  finest  leisure-time  areas  and  develop  one  of  Quincy's 
greatest  natural  assets. 

At  the  former  site  of  the  Squantum  Naval  Air  Station,  which  contains  700  acres,  there  are  good 
possihilitics  that  new  industrial  enterjnises  exceeding  .$60,000,000  valuation  will  he  created. 

The  dredging  of  Town  Kiver  and  Weymouth  Fore  River  channels,  which  appears  close  at  hand, 
should  add  another  $2.7,000,000.  The  retail  center  has  a jiotential  of  .$10,000,000  in  new  valuations, 
and  the  overall  general  increase  throughout  the  city  <luring  the  same  period  should  provide  an- 
other .$.),(  )00, 000. 

This  potential  growth,  however,  dej»ends  upon  the  city  government  continuing  its  policy  of 
improving  the  city  highway.s,  roads,  and  parking  areas. 

Quincy  will  he  ahic  to  henefit  hy  the  new  Southeast  Exjnessway  which  the  State  is  building  at 
a cost  of  several  million  dollars.  This  Expressway  will  he  the  southern  extremity  of  a part  of  the 
coastal  highway  connecting  Maine  with  Connecticut. 

It  goes  from  the  Boston  Central  husiness  district  through  Savin  Hill,  Dorchester,  Neponset, 
Milton.  Vt  est  Quincy,  and  curves  through  Braintree  where  it  connects  with  Route  128  at  the  Brain- 
tree-Quincy  line.

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HEALTH  DEPARTMENT 


During  1953  the  Quincy  Healtli  Department  continued  to  exj)and  its  program  designed  to  prevent 
disease  and  promote  the  general  health.  The  Healtli  Center  continued  to  attract  the  interest  of  health 
authorities  in  other  states  ami  in  foreign  countries. 

Students  from  Japan,  Columhia,  S.  A.,  and  Aew  Delhi,  India,  were  assigned  to  the  nursing  division 
for  about  six  weeks  each;  and  other  jnililic  health  officials  from  the  Philippines,  Germany,  Puerto  Rico 
and  several  other  foreign  countries  observed  various  functions  at  the  Center. 

1 he  polio  outbreak  during  the  summer  and  fall  of  1953,  together  with  the  Salk  vaccination  program, 
constituted  one  of  the  major  activities  of  the  year.  From  July  4 to  December  19,  a total  of  131  cases  of 
polio  were  reported  in  Quincy.  This  is  the  most  cases  in  a single  vcar  since  1916. 

1 he  vaccination  program  got  under  way  in  late  April:  and  3389  youngsters  in  the  first  and  second 
grades  were  vaccinated  at  32  clinics  scattered  about  the  city.  During  ,|une  1517  youngsters  who  had 
received  placebo  material  in  the  1954  field  trials  were  given  vaccine. 

In  March  began  the  publication  and  mailing  to  every  home  in  Qluincy  Everybody's  Business,  a (juar- 
terly  periodical  publicizing  the  various  services  rendered  by  the  Health  Department.  Three  issues  were 
printed  and  distributed  during  the  year. 

4 he  industrial  health  program,  started  in  1954,  was  expanded  in  1955,  with  programs  carricfl  on  in 
several  industrial  plants  in  the  city. 

Special  activities  operated  by  the  Health  Department  included  the  40-aml-()ver  program  of  chest 
X-rays  for  men  of  middle  age  under  the  direction  of  the  health  educator  and  the  environmental  sanita- 
tion insjiection  of  all  Quincy  piddic  schools. 

During  the  year  the  regulations  of  the  departtnent  were  revised  and  brought  up  to  date.  These 
revised  regulations  now  cover  the  following  areas:  communicable  disease  control,  disjiosal  of  wastes, 
juivate  sewage  disjiosal  svstems,  minimum  standards  of  fitness  for  human  habitation:  agencies  giving 
day  care  to  children;  milk  and  ice  cream  establishments;  food  establishments.

rii('  liij^iioctor  ol  IMuiiihin-;  issued  l,2r)0  permits  lor  installations  during  1955.  Of  tliese  220  were  for 
new  Imildiiifis  and  1.030  for  existiiif:  struetures. 

Diiriii}!  llie  year  268  Imildinjis  were  eonneeled  ^^•itIl  sewers,  8 with  septic  tanks  and  six  with  cesspools, 
riiere  were  11  master  phimhers  registered  in  1955,  of  whom  15  were  residents  and  26  non-residents. 
Fees  eolleeted:  $4,157. 


QUINCY  CITY  HOSPITAL 

Fxi»anded  activities  created  new  records  at  the  Quincy  City  Hospital  in  1955.  During  the  year  new 
highs  were  recorded  in:  patients  admitted,  oj)erations  perlormed,  X-ray  examinations,  laboratory  j)ro- 
eedures  and  hirths. 

Heceijits  and  expenditures  also  set  new  records.  An  increase  in  rates  averaging  a])out  .82.50  the  patient 
and  a salarv  increase  averaging  about  -8120  the  employe  were  factors  in  these  increases  resj)ectively. 

From  the  jioint  of  view  of  the  taxpayer,  the  decrease  in  the  delieit  of  almost  .814.000  was  good  news. 
The  excess  and  expenditures  over  receipts  in  19.55  was  .8343,.502.41.  The  annual  deficit  has  been  reduced 
each  vear  since  a business  manager  was  added  to  the  administrative  stall  in  1951  when  the  deficit  reached 
an  all  time  high  of  8651,895.84. 

W ithoiit  any  additional  facilities  or  major  alterations  the  hospital  in  1955  admitted  .513  more  pa- 
tients, afhuinistered  to  1285  more  patients  in  the  accident  room  and  increased  l)y  several  thousand  the 
iiundM'r  of  X-ray  examinations  and  laboratory  tests.  Patients  were  discharged  after  an  average  of  6.5 
days,  considerably  lower  than  the  average  stay  in  hospitals  in  this  area. 

During  1955  a shock  therajty  room  was  completed  adjacent  to  the  accident  room;  a building  was 
completed  to  house  two  1000-gallon  hot  water  tanks,  and  an  excavation  was  made  for  a new  entrance  to 
the  morgue. 

In  his  annual  rejtort  the  director.  Dr.  Joseph  P.  Leone  accentuated  the  shortage  of  facilities  by  rec- 
ommending that  ‘'immeiliate  steps  l»e  taken  to  construct  an  addition  to  our  out-moded  hospital.” 

Me  recommended  construction  of  a wing  that  woidd  contain  a new  operating  room,  a new  kitchen 
and  laundry,  time-saving  eonveniences  for  patients,  medical  stall  and  working  personnel,  and  would 
add  109  beds.  He  estimated  the  current  cost  of  such  an  addition  at  $2,250,000. 

During  the  yeai-  the  hospital  was  continued  on  the  approved  list  of  the  Joint  Commission  on  Accred- 
itation ol  Hospitals.  The  approvals  for  interns"  training  jirograms,  surgical  residency,  pathology  residency 
and  ohstetries-gynecology  residency  were  maintained. 

I he  hospital  eondueted  a year-round  j)rogram  designed  to  interest  young  women  in  entering  the 
nursing  profession.  In  Sejttendier,  40  seleete<]  girls  were  entered  in  the  School  of  XAirsing.  Hospital 
ollicials  hope  to  enlarge  future  classes  to  a maximum  of  120  puj)ils.

THE  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

The  Quincy  Police  Department  was  equally  concerned  during  the  year  with  the  ahateinent  of  traffic 
accidents  and  the  prevention  of  crime. 

Although  there  was  a slight  increase  in  the  nnml)er  of  traffic  accidents,  the  nnmher  ot  persons  injured 
on  the  highways  dropped  from  9:28  in  1954  to  827  in  1955.  The  nnmher  of  fatal  accidents  was  only  three 
as  against  six  for  the  preceding  year.  A vigorous  j)rogram  of  school  safety  education  was.  perhaps,  a 
factor. 

Comparative  figures  for  the  two  vears  indicate  a decrease  in  drunken  driving,  and  increases  in  the 
nnmljer  of' operators  charged  with  speeding  and  operating  negligently. 

Total  arrests  made  hy  the  Department  fell  oflF  from  2723  in  1954  to  2617  in  1955. 

Juvenile  court  cases  jumped  from  142  in  1954  to  163  in  1955.

Police  Boat  “Guardian” 

The  Quincy  police  hoat  “Guardian,  ’ in  commission  from  May  8 to  ( Ictohed  13,  spent  a busy  season. 

It  rendered  assistance  in  one  form  or  another  to  8 rowboats,  11  outboard  motor  boats,  five  inboard 
motor  boats  and  13  sailboats,  aboard  which  were  118  persons  and  which  represented  a total  valuation 
of  826,875. 

It  recovered  one  stolen  motor  hoat,  three  rowboats,  two  sailboats  and  one  outboard;  total  valuation, 
$2,050. 

The  “Guardian”  regularly  patrolled  26  miles  of  the  city's  waterfront,  including  week-end  yacht  races. 

Miscellaneous  missions  included:  saved  one  woman  from  drowning  in  Quincy  Bay:  took  one  man, 
stricken  with  a iieart  attack,  off  an  island;  four  night  details  looking  for  hoat  looters;  removed  11  j>er- 
sons  from  islands  during  storms:  rendered  general  assistance;  cliecked  island  for  stranded  persons  after 
storms;  policed  stranded  boats;  pumped  out  ten  boats. 

Dog  Officer 

During  1955  the  Quincy  Dog  (Officer,  who  is  a member  of  the  Police  Department,  picked  np  344  dogs. 
< )f  these  18  were  disjtosed  of  by  killing:  70  were  returned  to  owners  and  256  were  tinned  over  to  the 
Angel  Memorial  Hospital.

I'lie  Dcjiartiiieiil  ol’  Planning,  supervised  liy  an  unpaid  l)oard  of  five  citizens,  was 
cajiped  during  praeliealiv  all  ol  the  year  193!)  hy  the  lack  of  ser\ices  of  a piofessional 
ning.  It  was  not  until  lleceinher  27  that  the  vacancy  created  hy  the  resignation  of  the 
director  late  in  1934  was  (died  hy  the  appointment  of  Regis  .1.  Harrington.

Despite  conditions  that  existed,  the  Planning  Hoard  throughout  the  year  continued  to  render  con- 
sidered recommendations  to  the  City  (iouneil. 


During  the  year  the  Hoard  held  23  meetings  and  eight  puhlie  hearings  and  conducted  20  field 
inspection  trijis. 

Other  activities  included:  study  and  recommendations  on  10  street  acceptances,  five  rezoning  appli- 
cations, 11  oilers  for  city-owned  land;  one  street  widening,  one  street  renaming;  and  endorsement  hy  the 
chairman  of  130  division  plans  not  rcipiiring  the  approval  ol  the  hoard  under  the  Snhdivision  control  law. 

The  Hoard  approved  the  change  in  zoning  classification  from  Residence  A to  Residence  B of  132,000 
sipiare  feet  of  land  oil  Palmer  and  Shed  Streets  to  provide  a site  upon  which  the  Quincy  Housing 
Authority  plans  to  erect  a housing  project  for  the  elderly. 


Other  major  projects  ujion  which  the  Board  took  favorable  action  included:  ac([uisition  of  MDC 
projierty  oil  (diajiel  Street,  Houghs  Aeck,  for  recreational  purposes;  rezoning  of  the  old  Squantum  Aaval 
Air  Station  jiroperty  from  Industrial  A and  B to  Industrial  A-1  to  give  the  city  more  control  of  the  type 
of  industries  that  might  locate  in  this  section;  and  the  proposed  location  of  a Naval  Reserve  Training 
('.ent('r  on  ei7v-owned  land  oil  Sea  Street. 


WELFARE  DEPARTMENT 

riie  W elfare  Department  in  1933  completed  its  first  full  year  under  an  integrated  system.  The  entire 
social  stall  during  the  year  worked  out  of  the  School  Street  huilding,  processing  all  applications  in  the 
four  categories  of  pid)lic  assistance.  The  new  system.  Commissioner  Anthony  J.  \ enna  believes,  resulted 
in  admijiistrative  economies  with  an  increased  efficiency  in  stall  work. 

I he  total  expenditures  for  all  categories  of  assistance  was  817,620.79  less  in  1933  than  in  1934.  The 
total  case  load  fell  oil  from  1643  in  .lannary  to  1368  in  Deeemher.  Reduction  in  expenditures  was  accom- 
plished in  face  of  rising  medical  costs  brought  about  hy  a medical  plan  deemed  impractical  hy  the 
commissioner  — devised  hy  the  state  dej)artment  of  j)id)lic  welfare. 

State  legislation  on  jiuhlie  welfare  is  reflected  in  the  expenditures  of  the  Quincy  W elfare  Dej)art- 
ment.  In  1933,  hy  legislative  enactment,  licensed  hoarding  homes  for  the  aged  were  allowed  to  increase 
their  rates  from  $20  to  $23  weekly,  with  resultant  increased  welfare  costs.  Similarly,  the  Legislature  gave 
most  Old  Age  Assistance  eases  an  extra  allowance  of  82.30  monthly  as  a transportation  allowance,  elTee- 
live  as  of  January  1,  1936.  This  alone,  it  is  estimated,  will  add  836,000  to  Quincy  welfare  costs.  Still  an- 
other act  increased  exemptions  allowed  to  sons  and  daughters  of  Disability  Assistance  recij)ients,  result- 
ing in  further  increased  welfare  costs. 

A jiractice  initiated  the  preceding  vear  and  continued  through  1933  was  the  assignment  to  the 
Welfare  Department  of  a Quincy  j)olice  officer  to  handle  non-support  and  desertion  cases.  During  the 
year  he  investigated  81  cases,  19  of  w hich  involved  non-siq)port  of  illegitimate  children.  W arrants  were 
issued  in  37  cases,  of  which  31  resulted  in  court  action.  Fines  totalling  8800  were  turned  over  to  fami- 
lies, and  many  other  eases  brought  court  orders  for  support,  thus  relieving  the  department  of  consider- 
ahlc  expenses. 

The  Department  collected  837,683.93  from  recipients  and  their  estates  through  enforeenient  of  the 
]»roperty  liens  and  other  statutory  provisions,  resulting  in  savings  to  taxpayers. 

I he  Lity  Home  was  maintained  during  the  year  at  nominal  cost  with  a limited  numher  of  occupants, 
ju’oviding  a necessai*v'  function  in  the  city  in  caring  for  homeless  men  and  providing  temporary  shelter 
for  families  otherwise  homeless. 

During  the  \ear  federal  food  surplus  was  given  to  families  on  assistance  rolls,  the  commodities  pur- 
chased at  a fraction  of  their  actual  value.  Such  items  as  hutter,  cheese,  shortening,  rice  and  heef  with 

gravy  were  of  great  assistance  in  stretching  the  food  budget  of  large  families. 

Lxpend it iires  in  the  four  classifications  of  welfare  and  the  city  home  w'cre  as  follows  in  1933:  gen- 

eral relief,  8120,7()7..33;  aid  to  dependent  children,  8182,639.07;  old  age  assistance,  8741,988.36;  disahFlitv 
assistance,  $103,978.98,  and  city  home,  814,796.98. 
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THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

Total  lire  los!>es  in  Quincy  in  19.>5  were  S393.673  as  ajrainst  8261,523  in  1954. 

I otal  value  at  risk  was  .87,657,871  in  1955;  total  insurance  carried  was  .86,388,402:  and  insurance 
j)aid  was  8122,151. 

Biiildiii"  losses  durin*;  the  year  were  .8309.279,  wliile  losses  to  contents  and  other  possessions  were 
884,394. 

hires  in  huihlinjrs  were  as  follows:  residential.  279;  non-residential.  64;  mercantile,  54:  inannfactur- 
inj;,  28;  storafie,  1;  miscellaneous.  9;  total.  435. 

In  addition  there  were  1473  grass  hres,  119  fires  in  automohiles  and  other  machinery;  21  mutual 
aid  calls;  137  malicious  false  alarms;  60  needless  or  accident  alarms;  and  475  first  aid  emergencies. 

Fires  rcsultetl  in  the  death  of  three  citizens  during  the  year. 

During  the  year  there  were  2771  alarms;  inchuling  390  from  boxes;  2058  from  telephones;  230  stills 
from  stations;  77  radio  alarms  and  16  from  mutual  aid  and  A.D.T.  circuits. 

In  1955,  13  new  boxes  were  added  to  the  fire  alarm  system. 

Major  construction  work  and  installation  carried  on  by  the  fire  alarm  maintenance  division  in- 
cluded: *935  feet  of  multiple  cable;  4000  feet  of  supporting  messenger;  7920  feet  of  single  conductor, 
and  300  feet  each  of  composition  duct  and  iron  duct. 

New  ecpiipment  ])iocured  by  the  Fire  I)e])artnient  in  195.5  included:  a 1000-GPM  triple  combina- 
tion Seagrave  |)umper,  delivered  in  I)ecend)er;  a deputy  chief’s  car  and  a service  car,  both  four-door 
t.hcvrolet  sedans,  and  both  delivered  in  June. 

During  the  year  the  Quincy  auxiliary  fire  dej)artment  personnel  completed  1473  tours  of  duty, 
served  7504  hours;  and  responded  to  248  hell  alarms  and  203  still  alarms. 

In  1955  the  Qluincy  Fire  Department  lost  from  deaths  (iaptain  Ernest  L.  Donovan,  Firefighter  Vi  il- 
liam  K.  Egan  and  Charles  E.  Litchfield,  a jtensioned  firefighter. 

PERSONNEL  DEPARTMENT 


4 he  total  number  of  city  emj)loyees  increascil  in  1955  from  1759  on  January  1 to  1766  on  Decem- 
ber 31.  Permanent  employees  fell  off  during  the  year,  1509  to  1493;  while  temporary  employees  increased 
from  250  to  273.  Personnel  records  do  not  inchulc  school  employees. 

The  number  of  aj>{)lications  for  employment  in  the  labor  service  showed  a shar|»  decrease.  In  1954 
there  were  576  Civil  Service  labor  applications  processed  as  against  only  396  in  1955.  There  were  393 
such  ap[)lications  in  19.53. 

4 he  shortage  in  specialized  fields  encountered  during  the  preceding  two  years  was  continued  in 
1955.  presenting  a recruitment  problem  in  certain  areas. 

In-Service  4 raining  for  Quincy  city  employees  was  again  accentuated  during  1955,  with  91  employees 
of  various  departments  attending  courses,  conferences  and  institutes. 

Effective  July  4.  1955,  by  an  order  passed  by  the  City  Council,  the  entire  salary  schedule  svas  raised 
one  step  on  the  increment  plan.  Punployees  who  had  received  82()0  increases  previously  during  the  year 
were  not  included.  4 he  one-step  advancement  averaged  a salary  increase  close  to  8200  annually. 

I he  Health  and  Safety  Committee,  consisting  of  department  heads  and  representatives  of  employee 
oiganizations,  which  was  formed  in  19.54  continued  its  activities  in  1955.  (4crard  Midlin,  statistician  in  the 
Health  Department,  continued  work  on  the  safety  program  hegiin  the  preceding  year. 

»on  the  recommendation  of  the  Health  and  Safety  (Committee,  a safety  training  course,  consisting 
of  six  hours  of  instruction  in  accident  luevention.  was  given  to  supervisory  personnel  in  the  Piddic 
Works  Department  by  safety  experts  from  private  industry.  Ibis  course  was  a successful  introduction 
to  j)lans  for  more  advaneed  procedures  in  1956. 

Mr.  Mullin  s data,  begun  in  June  1954.  shoxved  34  accidents  j»er  100  emj)loyees  |>er  year  during  the 
last  seven  months  of  that  vear.  I he  data  showed  32  accidents  per  100  employees  for  the  fidl  year  of  1955. 

In  1955  there  were  558  accidents  recorded,  of  which  474  were  minor  and  84  were  disabling. 

4 he  1955  total  accidents  showed  Public  W orks,  Hosjtital,  Fire  and  Police  Departments  having,  in 
that  order,  the  higest  freipiencv  rates.

to  800  pupils,  was  let  on  Decemher  20  to  James  S.  Kelliher,  Quincy  contractor.  Schedule  calls  for  com- 
pletion in  summer  of  19.)7.  Architects  are  Childs  and  Smith,  and  Harry  J.  Korslund. 

The  PAirnace  Brook  elementarv  school,  for  which  the  contract  was  let  late  in  1954,  was  occupied  in 
Novemher.  F.  C.  Blake  Construction  Company  was  the  general  contractor,  and  Anderson-Nichols  Com- 
panv.  the  architect. 

The  general  contract  for  the  second  addition  to  the  Snug  Harlmr  school  was  let  Fehruary  4 to  L.  C. 
Blake  Construction  Company  with  Anderson-Nichols  Company  as  the  architect.  It  is  expected  to  he 
ready  for  oecuj)ancy  early  in  1956. 

Fndecon  Construction  Company  was  awarded  the  contract  for  the  Great  Hill  elementary  school 
March  II;  Pericy  Gilhert  A.>isociates,  architects.  Completion  is  due  early  in  1956. 

(Contract  for  (Juincy’s  first  municipal  comfort  station,  to  he  huilt  in  the  Hancock  Parking  area,  was 
let  in  Octoher  to  John  P".  Griflin  and  Company;  Edward  J.  Shields  Assoeiates,  architects.  It  will  he 
completed  early  in  1956. 

Fate  in  Septemher  the  second  half  of  the  John  Hancock  Parking  area  was  completed,  adding  240 
metered  od'-street  parking  stalls.  Fate  in  the  year,  through  lease  arrangements,  the  City  converted  the 
rear  yard  of  tlie  Adams  Academy  into  a parking  lot,  adding  60  more  stalls.  These  two  projects  give 
Quincy  1272  ofl-street  metered  parking  stalls,  in  addition  to  the  507  metered  curh  stalls. 

4 he  \ eterans’  Memorial  in  Mt.  Wollaston  Cemetery  was  completed  in  May  in  time  for  the  Memo- 
rial Day  exercises. 

I he  year  saw  the  aetivation  of  the  Elm  and  Mechanic  streets  widening  project  that  will  make  the 
Hancock  Parking  area  more  accessible  to  shopj)ers  and  will  also  ease  the  traffic  congestion  at  Hancock 
and  Pdm  streets.  The  project  is  scheduled  for  completion  in  the  early  summer  of  1956. 

( )n  August  18  and  19  a rainfall  of  approximately  one  foot  inundated  Quinev  in  a thirty-six  hour 
period,  causing  brooks  to  overflow  and  over-taxing  the  drainage  system.  Manv  areas  were  flooded,  caus- 
ing extensive  damages  to  home  owners  and  necessitating  jmmping  in  almost  700  cellars  and  manv  vards 
and  open  areas.  All  divisions  of  the  juddic  w'orks  department  were  pressed  into  service  during  the  emer- 
gency. 1 he  Quincy  P"ire  Department  assisted  in  the  pumping,  and  (Houcester  and  Stoughton  loaned 
pum|)s. 


DIVISION  OF  ENGINEERING 

The  Division  of  Engineering  of  the  Public  Works  Department  served  various  other  branches  of 
the  mimi<‘ipal  government  during  the  vear  of  1955. 
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At  the  re(juest  of  the  City  Council  and  the  Planning  Board  taking  plans  and  orders  were  prepared 
for  21  proj)osed  street  accej)tances,  all  of  which  recpiired  field  surveys  and  office  plan  work  and  calculation. 

Estimates  were  prepared  following  field  survey  work  for  69  sidewalk  resurfacings,  43  street  resurfac- 
ings,  22  sanitary  sewer  extensions,  21  storm  drain  extensions,  eight  street  reconstructions,  12  curhing  in- 
stallations, three  widenings,  one  parking  meter  area  and  seven  miscellaneous  jnojects. 

Reports  were  made,  following  the  necessary  investigations  and  surveys,  upon  many  other  matters, 
including  66  drainage  conij)laints,  22  sanitary  sewer  extension  re«piests,  48  offers  for  city-owned  land 
and  the  like. 

Street  hetternient  orders  for  28  streets,  totalling  .$149,897.59,  were  prepared  for  the  Council. 

Miscellaneous  activities  of  the  engineering  division  included:  294  huihliug  grades;  27  plans  for  ease- 
ments and  sewer  takings;  j)lans  for  nine  new  sewers,  21  extensions  and  150  ])articular  sewers;  plans  for 
two  parking  areas;  2271  alterations  to  assessors"  tracings. 

Plans  and  s])ecifications  were  prepared  for  33  street  resvirfacings,  14  street  construction  projects:  the 
Mechanic  and  Elm  Street  widening;  Adams  Academv  jiarking  area;  Eaxon  Eiehl  resurfacing;  2650  feet 
of  sidewalk  construction  on  Sea  Street;  grading  Beechwood  Knoll  School  proj)crty;  fahricalion  and  in- 
stallation of  the  city  dump  trash  chute;  and  2100  feet  of  (piarry  fencing. 

Eiehl  engineering  services  were  supplied  for  the  construction  of  35  sanitary  sewers,  34  storm  drains, 
26  street  construction  and  resurfacing  projects,  10  curhing  j)iojects,  nine  widenings  and  eight  sidewalks.

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DIVISION  OF  SEWERS 


The  Division  of  Sewers  constructed  6181.30  feet,  or  1.17  miles,  of  main  sewer  line  in  19.35,  and  at  the 
end  of  the  year  had  in  operation  185.858  miles.  All  of  the  main  sewer  lines  laid  during  the  year  were  of  8" 
pipe,  exce[)t  208  feet  which  were  of  10"  I)il)e.  Thirty-six  maidioles  were  constructed. 

A total  of  8209.9  feet,  or  1.55  miles,  of  surface  drains  were  constructed,  with  30  manholes  and  75 
catch  basins.  The  numher  of  feet  of  various  sizes  of  j)ipe  included  in  the  construction  follows:  2843.5 
feet  of  10";  2315.6  feet  of  12";  864.4  feet  of  1,5";  384.2  feet  of  18";  444.5  feet  of  24";  638.4  feet  of  30"; 
637.5  feet  of  36";  and  81.8  feet  of  72". 

A total  of  13,364.4  feet  of  particular  sewers  were  constructed.  There  were  293  connections  with  the 
common  sewer  and  eight  drains  connected  during  the  year.  The  301  connections  included  255  single 
family  flwellings,  seven  two  family  dwellings,  one  three  family  dwelling,  three  four  family  dwellings,  six 
churches,  live  oflTice  buildings,  six  factories,  seven  stores  and  markets,  three  schools,  ami  live  miscellaneous. 

During  the  year  there  were  448  stojijiages  in  the  sewer  system. 

Of  the  187  miles  of  sewers  now  in  operation,  about  60  miles  are  over  50  years  old  and  recpiire  con- 
siderable attention.  Main  sewers  were  repaired  in  eight  locations,  ami  Hushing  and  cleaning  operations 
were  carried  on  at  almost  50  locations. 


HIGHWAY  DIVISION 

The  work  program  of  the  Highway  Division  in  1955  included:  construction  of  accepted  streets,  7055 
feet;  streets  rebuilt,  685  feet;  streets  resurfaced,  37,432  feet;  hituminous  concrete  sidewalks,  15,612  feet: 
sidewalks  rebuilt,  1150  feet;  granolithic  sidewalks  constructed,  852  feet;  concrete  curb  installed,  1868 
feet;  granite  curbing  installed,  12,198  feet. 

W idenings  included:  Elm  Street,  Mechanic  to  Hancock;  Mechanic  Street;  Newport  Avenue  at  Brook 
Street,  and  Rice  Road  at  Morrissey  Boidevard.  only  the  last  being  completed  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

1 he  last  half  of  the  Hancock  Parking  area  was  completed,  and  parking  areas  in  rear  of  the  Adams 
Academy  and  in  rear  of  the  Health  Center.  A tennis  court  was  constructed  at  Faxon  Field. 

City  em{)loyees  coni{)leted  the  construction  of  Princess  Eve  Drive,  Lois  Terrace,  Scjuanto  Road  and 
Carrigg  Road,  and  the  reconstruction  of  Thayer  Street  and  Eaton  Street  and  a j)ortion  of  Chaj)man  Street. 

est  Scjuantum  Street  from  Hancock  Street  to  the  Milton  line  was  resurfaced  by  the  Old  Colony 
Construction  company  with  Chapter  90  funds. 

I he  contract  for  the  construction  of  Hihna  Street,  Arthur  Avenue,  Clement  Terrace,  Everett  Street, 
Glynn  Terrace,  London  Avenue,  Hynes  Avenue  and  Stanley  Circle,  awarded  in  1954,  was  completed  by 
C.  P.  Gardiner  and  Sons.  The  Quincy  Contracting  Corporation  completed  the  contract  for  the  construc- 
tion of  Piper  Street,  Audrey  Street,  Morgan  Road,  Hawthorn  Street,  Hodges  Court,  Longwood  Road  and 
Barham  Avenue.  The  ^ alter  Reed  Corjtoration  comj>leted  the  construction  of  Charles  Street,  Hillsboro 
Street  and  Shelden  Street.  C.  P.  Gardiner  and  Sons  started  work  on  the  construction  of  Broady  Avenue 
and  Glenview  Road. 

I nder  contracts  awarded  to  the  Old  Colony  Construction  Company  the  following  streets  were  resur-

Fumls  were  placed  in  the  1956  budget  to  in- 
crease garbage  collections  to  twice  a week  during  the  summer  and  to  take  care  of  routes  affected  by 
holidav  collections  of  rubbish.

W itb  the  facilities  in  Mt.  W ollaston  suflieient  for  only  three  or  four  more  years,  the  City  is  faced 
with  the  neeessitv  of  ac(piiring  land  for  cemetery  purposes  soon  if  it  elects  to  continue  this  pul)lie  serv- 
ice. About  two  acres  of  land  is  left  in  Mt.  Wollaston.  This  will  be  seeded  and  jdotted,  and  ready  for 
use  for  lots  and  graves  in  the  Spring  of  19.)6. 

During  lb.').3  considerable  work  was  done  in  Sailors'  Snug  Harbor  in  Cermantown  and  the  old 
sailor.s’  cemeterv  oil'  Fenno  Street,  such  as  regrading,  resetting  monuments  and  re{)airing  fences. 

Total  receipts  for  19.’).’)  were  .$87,214.18,  including  S17,7.')0  for  the  sale  of  lots  and  graves  and  .$26,625 
for  interments. 


DIVISION  OF  FORESTRY 

riie  Division  of  Forestry  cut  down  and  disposed  of  176  Flm  trees  stricken  with  the  Dutch  Elm  dis- 
ease in  1955.  Employees  of  the  department  also  cut  down  120  other  trees  damaged  by  storms,  including 
86  Maples,  12  W illows,  six  Oaks  and  five  Poplars. 

Plants  raiseil  in  the  greenhouse  during  the  year  included:  4500  Geraniums,  7000  Aureau  Atberan- 
tberia,  lOO  (ientcrlincr,  6000  Sweet  Alysum  and  500  Marigold. 

DEPARTMENT  OE  WIRE  INSPECTION 

4 be  Department  of  W ire  Inspection  issued  permits  during  1955  for  243  new'  one-family  dwellings, 
2 two-family  dwellings,  one  four-family  dwelling,  6 manufacturing  buildings,  four  schools,  three  garages 
and  20  miscellaneous  structures. 

Additional  wiring  in  old  buildings  was  authorized  as  follows:  1276  single-family  bouses,  137  two- 
family  bouses,  19  three-family  bouses,  16  multiple  family  dwellings,  17  mercantile  buildings,  35  manu- 
facturing buildings,  15  schools,  45  garages  and  318  miscellaneous  structures. 

Permanent  wiring  for  appliances  was  authorized  as  follows:  146  hot  water  beaters,  858  oil  burners, 
8 (dectric  regulators,  398  electric  ranges.  48  gas  burners,  98  dryers,  20  dishwashers.  48  disposals  and  45 
air  conditioners. 

A total  of  2298  permits  was  issued:  and  fees  collected  came  to  $5,597.75. 

In  August  the  city  was  inundated  by  a severe  rain  storm  that  caused  extensive  water  damage  to  elec- 
trical installations.  During  a ]>criod  of  two  days  the  city  sustained  water  damage  to  205  electrical  services.

Continuiiifi  the  re-re{iistration  he^un  in  1954,  which  was  necessitated  hy  the  chanfje  to  electric  hook 
charginf:  machines,  7,925  borrowers  were  enrolled  durin<i  1955. 

Hi-hli-hts*  of  1955 

The  library  took  an  active  part  in  the  historic  festival  held  duriii"  the  month  of  August.  The  Refer- 
ence Room  was  converted  to  an  Art  Gallery  where  many  choice  paintings  were  displayed.  Local  artists 
displayed  their  craft  in  jewelry,  silver  and  ceramics  in  the  Lectiue  Hall.  The  Omnihus  films  on  The 
Adams  Family,  shown  during  the  week  of  the  festival,  were  viewed  hy  an  appreciative  audience. 

1 he  Junior  High  Debating  Club  met  weeklv  and  is  a most  successful  and  worthwhile  project  of  the 
Boys  and  Girls  Room  where  story  hour  and  film  programs  are  also  held  weekly. 

During  the  summer  a reading  j)rogram  with  a nautical  theme  evoked  great  interest  and  was  met  with 
enthusiastic  rcsj)onse  hy  many  children  who  participated  in  the  hook  review  meetings  held  weekly 
throughout  the  summer.  Prizes  were  awarded  at  the  closing  of  the  programs  for  the  best  hook  reviews. 

4 he  Senior  Citizens  continue  to  attend  their  Thursday  afternoon  meetings  where  they  enjoy  a 
social  hour  following  the  dav's  program. 

The  American  Heritage  Project  for  \ oung  Adults  made  possible  through  the  library's  }>articipa- 
tion  in  a grant  from  the  Ford  Foundation,  again  brought  many  fine  young  citizens  together  for  animated 
discussion  of  timely  topics. 

Daily  bedside  hook  service  to  patients  at  the  Quincy  Hospital  is  one  of  the  very  rewarding  aspects 
of  library  service  as  are  the  weekly  visits  to  all  nursing  homes  where  hook  service  is  desired,  and  hooks 
are  delivered  to  many  shut-ins  throughout  the  city  who  have  expressed  a desire  for  reading  material. 

M any  jnogram  j)lanners  have  used  the  Film  Department  and  have  been  most  enthusiastic  about  this 
service.  The  library  has  a varied  selection  of  films  for  the  use  of  clubs  and  societies,  and  can  jnovide 
information  on  sources  of  free  and  rental  films. 

The  Music  Department  continues  to  he  used  extensively,  having  loaned  18,984  records  and  the  Pic- 
ture Collection  provided  a splendid  selection  of  i)ictures  and  prints,  circulating  over  8,000  from  its 
extensive  collection. 

4 he  Hoard  of  Trustees  obtained  the  services  of  two  library  consultants  whose  recommendations  in- 
clude re-arrangement  of  the  various  dej)artments  at  the  main  library,  the  construction  ot  two  new  modern 
branch  library  buildings,  the  addition  of  bookmobile  service,  and  the  consolidation  of  some  of  the 
existing  branch  libraries.

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DEPARTMENT  OF  VETERANS’  AFFAIRS 

\ total  of  IU97  persons  sou>;lit  advice  or  finaneial  assistance  in  one  form  or  anotlier  from  the 
I )<'|>artnient  of  \ eterans  Aflairs  in  1953. 

Direct  (inaneial  relief  was  <iranted  in  3718  eases.  Tliis  assistance  totalled  8355,729.92.  Veterans’ 
I.enelits  for  1951  were  .830 1.619.2 1 and  for  1953  they  were  8226,354.64.  These  comparative  figures  indi- 
eat«'  the  increasing  recpiests  for  assistance  from  veterans  and  their  dependents. 

Much  of  tlie  assistance  given  in  1955  went  to  recipients  classified  as  ‘’permanent  ease'  types,  usually 
to  permanently  disabled  veterans  or  parents  of  veterans. 

There  were  711  claims  for  compensation,  j)cnsions,  widows  henefits,  insiiranee  claims  and  death 
and  hurial  claims.  Such  claims  are  satisfied  hy  federal  funds  without  cost  to  the  city. 

riie  Department  of  ^ eterans'  Affairs  continued  in  1955  its  program  of  hosj)ital  placement  of  ill 
am)  disahled  veterans  in  veterans  hosjiitals  in  this  area.  Quincy  veterans  spent  20.280  patient-days  in  vet- 
erans' hospitals.  Prompt  placement  of  these  eases  in  veterans’  hospitals  enables  Quincy  taxpayers  and 
veterans  to  esea])e  the  hosj)italization  costs,  estimated  at  8303,000;  and  also  permits  the  limited  l)ed 
capacity  at  the  Quincy  Hosj)ital  to  he  useil  for  other  patients. 


QUINCY  RETIREMENT  BOARD 

The  Qluincv  Retirement  System  in  1955  lost  two  members  hy  death  and  two  hy  withdrawals,  end- 
ing the  year  with  a memhership  of  41.  Of  these,  19  were  active  memhers,  20  were  retired  and  two 
were  beneficiaries  of  deceased  mend)ers. 

\s  the  year  ended  tlie  statement  of  fund  showed:  cash  on  hand,  84,403.32:  investments,  8155.584.72, 
anil  accrued  interest,  81,856.25. 

riie  State-Quiney  Retirement  System  ended  1955  w ith  a total  memhership  of  1443.  Of  the  meni- 
hers.  1335  were  active;  43  were  inactive  and  65  were  retired. 

Ihc  statement  of  fund  showed:  cash  on  hand.  822,500.77;  investments,  81,630.159.16;  and  accrued 
interest,  811,694.14.  The  1955  receipts  included  832,130.00  appropriated  1)\  the  City  and  81,057.00  hv 
the  (Quincy  Housing  Authority. 


BOARD  OF  PARK  COMMISSIONERS 

I he  Hoard  of  Park  C.ommissioners  maintained  in  1955  nine  regulation  hascliall  diamonds.  11  soft- 
hall  diamonds,  seven  beaches,  one  picnic  area,  two  stadia,  one  howling  green  and  more  than  a score  of 
tennis  courts  located  throughout  tlie  city. 

Permits  issued  during  the  year  were  895,  broken  down  as  follows:  hasehall,  310;  softball.  515: 
lootliall,  .1.5;  soccer,  six.  specialties  such  as  picnics  and  the  like,  29.  Rentals  of  the  Fore  River  clulihouse 
numhered  99,  inchiding  weddings,  meeting.s,  banquets,  jiarties,  showers  and  dances. 

\s  a result  of  unusually  cold  weather  in  Decern  her,  there  were  29  davs  of  good  skating  at  Sailors’ 
Home  I ond,  Manet  Fake.  Faxon  Park,  Vi  elcome  doling  Field,  Vortli  Stadium,  Scotch  Pond,  Furnace 
Brook.  Montclair  and  IVrkins  Fields. 

Dining  the  year  more  than  2,000,000  square  feet  of  marshland  southeasterly  of  the  East  Sffuantum 
Striit  causcwa\  and  land  at  the  rear  of  the  Rock  Island  clubhouse  on  Allerton  Street  were  taken  for 
|>ark  and  playground  purjioses.  O’Xeil  Playground,  off  Hollis  Avenue,  was  transferred  to  the  School 
Department  as  a future  school  site. 

I ark  Dejiartmcnt  jiroperty  again  sustained  considerable  vandalism  during  the  year,  most  of  the 
damage  coming  during  the  summer  jirogram  when  equipment  was  accessible.  Tools  valued  at  8150  were 
stolen  in  breaks  at  the  Meri-\nionnt  Park  headquarters. 
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DEPARTMENT  OE  BUILDING  INSPECTION 


Buildinj:  activities  in  Quincy  during  1955  missed  hy  only  a few  thousand  dollars  reaching  the  all- 
time  reeord  valuation  set  in  1951.  Total  valuation  in  1955  was  86,301,096  as  against  the  1951  record  of 
86,302,503;  and  far  snr})assed  tlie  1954  valuation  of  84,891,419. 

The  growth  of  Quincy  as  a residential  city  was  illustrated  hy  the  issuance  of  permits  for  the  construc- 
tion of  175  one-family  dwellings,  four  two-family  dwellings  and  four  four-family  dwellings  for  a total 
valuation  of  81,780,000.  During  the  year,  199  living  units  were  provided  hy  new  eonstruction  and  44 
additional  units  through  alterations  for  a total  of  243  units. 

The  Board  of  Appeals  for  tlie  huilding  code  held  133  hearings,  granted  129  appeals,  denied  four. 

The  Board  of  Appeals  for  Zoning  held  50  hearings,  granted  41  appeals,  denied  eight  and  revoked 
one  decision.

RECREATION  COMMISSION 


The  year  1955  was  a significant  one  in  the  history  of  the  Reereation  Commission  in  that  it  had  for 
the  first  time  the  services  of  a full-time  professional  eity  director  of  recreation.  Up  to  late  summer, 
when  ^Tlliam  F.  Rvan  was  appointed  to  the  jiost,  direction  of  the  reereation  progi’am  had  been  handled 
on  a part-time  basis  hy  a member  of  the  school  dejiartment. 

A winter  program  for  hovs  and  girls  from  eight  to  12  years  of  age  was  operated  for  15  weeks  from 
January  to  the  end  of  April.  Nine  schools  and  the  Fore  River  clulthouse  were  used  for  these  aetivities, 
with  25  part-time  leaders  as  supervisors. 

A summer  program  was  eondueted  for  eiglit  weeks  in  July  and  August,  witli  23  play  areas  in  use 
daily  from  9 A.M.  to  4 P.M.,  Mondays  through  Fridays.  Supervising  these  activities  were  55  leaders, 
assistant  leaders,  specialists  and  supervisors. 
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Nine  hcadies  were  used  in  the  water  safety  profiiain  tliat  ineluded  swiniiiiing  instruetion,  life  saving 
and  water  l)allet.  Most  of  the  ten  instruetors  aetive  in  this  prograni  were  graduates  of  tlie  National  Red 
Cross  A(|uatic  School.  Rasic  skills  and  the  safety  involved  in  boating,  sailing  and  easting  were  taught 
during  the  siuniner  at  the  Rlaek  s Creek  Roathouse. 

Sj»e<'ial  suniiner  events  ineludeil  the  annual  held  day,  the  water  carnival,  a tennis  tournament,  a 
craft  exhibit  and  golf  instruetion. 

The  fall  program  ran  for  ten  weeks,  from  October  24  to  December  31,  with  ten  schools  and  the 
Kt)ie  River  clubhouse  in  use. 

The  first  All  (iity  Midget  and  .lunior  Sailing  Regatta  was  held  on  Black’s  Creek  late  in  the  hoating 
season,  with  se\en  vaeht  ehdts  ami  sailing  organizations  cooperating  with  the  Recreation  Commission. 
Races  were  sailed  over  three  week-ends  and,  despite  the  inclement  weather  during  several  days,  the  suc- 
cess was  so  pronoiineed  that  the  director  immediately  started  making  plans  for  the  eontinuanec  of  the 
]>rogram  on  a larger  scale  next  year. 

Nitieteen  boats  were  used  in  the  30  races,  and  more  than  i.)  young  sailors,  from  five  to  18  years  of 
age.  and  some  .)0  parents  participated.  A Trophy  Night  was  held  following  the  regatta  at  the  Quincy 
Ilealih  (ienter  where  winners  were  presented  trophies  donated  by  the  Quincy  Patriot  Ledger  and  sev- 
eral yacht  eluhs  and  other  groups. 

It  was  the  belief  of  the  director  that  attendance  at  various  activities  during  the  last  half  of  the  year 
sulTered  to  some  extent  heeause  of  the  j)olio  epidemic. 

In  stating  the  j)hiloso]»hy  of  the  Commission,  the  dej)artmental  annual  rej)ort  reads:  “Realizing 
that  recreation  is  a basic  human  need  the  Commission  feels  that  it  shoidd  cover  all  ages  and  he  without 
limits  as  to  sex.  race,  creed  or  color. 

■■'riie  Quincy  ("ommunity  Recreation  Program  should  coordinate  wherever  ])ossible  the  efiorts  of 
both  jmhiie  and  private  agencies  that  provide  facilities  and  programs  of  a recreational  nature  so  that 
there  will  he  no  duj)lieation  of  effort  hut  a fill-in  of  activities  in  sections  where  no  program  is  offered 
and  the  need  is  apparent. 

“Feeling  that  first  priority  shoidd  he  given  to  children  and  vouth  of  the  community  the  Commis- 
sion has  geared  the  program  to  that  grouji  at  the  juesent.  Thev  feel  that  if  children  learn  basic  skills  in 
crafts.  si>orts.  music,  drama,  daneinsr.  and  the  like  in  their  formative  vears  that  these  activities  will  earrv 
over  value  for  them  in  adult  life.  Vi  ith  this  in  mind  the  Commission  has  set  up  the  present  program  with 
the  idiilosophv  that  every  hoy  or  girl  who  attends  a pro«rani  shall  have  an  opportunity  to  activelv  par- 
ticipate. < )ur  leaders  have  been  instructed  to  pav  particular  attention  to  the  youngsters  who  have  not 
developed  an  interest  or  basic  skill  in  any  activity  because  these  voungsters  need  the  exjierience  of 
learning  a recreational  activity  so  that  he  or  she  may  join  in  with  a group  and  enjoy  the  companionship, 
spirit,  s|»ortsmanship  and  social  status  of  their  ])cers.” 


CIVIL  DEFENSE 

I he  City  of  Quincy  participated  in  the  National  Civil  Defense  Test  ( fperation  Alert  on  June  1.3  and 
16.  During  the  test  the  comuiunieations  phase  of  the  Civil  Defense  Department  was  used  extensivelv. 

During  the  first  week  of  August  the  Civil  Defense  Department  was  alerted  and  juit  on  a stand-hv 
basis  in  anticipation  of  Hurricane  Connie.  The  department  functioned  as  an  aetive  agency  during  the 
emergencies  caused  by  the  flooding  conditions  on  August  19  and  20. 

During  the  year  the  Auxiliary  Fire  Dejiartment  served  7.500  man-hours. 

I he  Auxiliary  Police  Department  served  6070  man-hours.  The  auxiliaries  covered  traffic,  the  His- 
toric Festival,  jtarades,  Christmas  Vi  eek  activities  and  other  functions. 

In  1955  there  were  450  test  air  raid  warning  reports  received  hv  the  department. 

During  the  year  an  Evacuation  Planning  Committee  was  formed.  It  includes  Regis  J.  Harrington. 
]>lanning  director;  Vi  illiam  F.  Ryan,  recreation  director;  Edmund  F.  Genereau,  director  of  veterans* 
seivices.  Maurice  Dalv,  school  department;  Clarence  Jackson,  Eastern  Massachusetts  Street  Railwav 
eompany;  and  Lieut.  Vi  illiam  Dcv4ne,  jioliee  department.

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THE  1955  CITY  ELECTION 


The  citizens  of  Quincy  in  the  city  election  on  Noveml)er  8,  1955,  voted  for  the  return  of  the  Plan  A 
form  of  municipal  government,  and  elected  councilors  and  school  committee  niend>ers  for  the  succeed- 
ing two  years. 

Plan  A was  favored,  14,378  to  12,851,  over  Plan  E,  which  had  heen  in  effect  for  six  years.  Plan  A, 
which  provides  for  nine  councilors  at  large  and  a mayor  elected  hy  popular  vote  with  strong  admin- 
istrative and  executive  jiowers,  will  hecome  effective  January  1,  1958.  Plan  E,  tlie  council-manager 
form  of  government,  will  continue  through  1956  and  1957. 

Councilors  Amelio  Della  Chiesa,  Edna  B.  Austin,  Carl  Vi  . Anderson  and  David  S.  McIntosh  were 
reelected,  along  with  Thomas  S.  Burgin,  James  R.  McIntyre  and  Charles  L.  Shea.  Councilors  David  J. 
Crowdey,  Alfred  G.  Helfrich  and  Erank  E.  MacDonald  were  defeated. 

In  the  school  committee  election.  Paid  K.  Duffev  and  Mrs.  Alice  Mitchell  were  reelected  while 
M iss  Ethel  B.  ilev  was  defeated  hv  Charles  T.  Sweenv. 

( )ut  of  44,228  (pialified  voters,  28,820  or  65.2  percent,  w ent  to  the  polls. 

On  January  2,  1956,  Mayor  Amelio  Della  Chiesa  and  Vice  Chairman  Edna  B.  Austin  were  reelected 
to  their  resjiective  j)Ositions,  the  former  hy  an  unanimous  vote  and  the  latter  hy  a four  to  three  vote, 
hy  their  fellow  councilors  for  1956  and  1957.

QUINCY  HOUSING  AUTHORITY 

The  Quincv  Housing  Authority,  an  unpaid  hoard  of  five  citizens,  operates  three  housing  projects. 
They  are:  ^ estacres,  36  units  created  under  Chapter  372;  Snug  Harlior,  400  units  created  under  Cliap- 
ter  200;  and  Riveiwiew,  180  Eederal-aided  low  rent  units. 

In  addition,  the  Authority  has  initiated  a jnogram  for  the  construction  of  a Housing  Eor  The 
Elderlv  {>roject  whicli  was  approved  l)v  the  Citv  Council  late  in  1955.  As  the  vear  closed  an  architect. 
Mich  ael  R.  D'Orsi.  was  jirejiaring  jireliminary  plans. 
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W ESTACRES 


I lulor  state  law,  West  acres,  nine  four-unit  frame  ))uil(lin<rs,  was  placed  on  the  market  at  the  in- 
sistence of  the  State  Housin<i  Hoard,  hut  none  of  the  veteran-tenants  was  intcrestefl  in  hiiyinj;  at  the 
\ eterans  Administration  ap|)iaisal  of  S24.500  a huildinfi.  As  the  year  closed,  the  City  of  Quincy  was 
askiiif;  the  State  llousinji  (Committee  authority  to  continue  operation  of  the  j)ioject. 

Since  the  jnojcct  was  completed  in  1948.  it  has  paid  the  City  8103,068.19,  includinji  the  .S14,.517..}0 
in  lieu  of  taxes  payment  in  195,3. 


SNUG  HARBOR 

Snug  Hail  )or,  the  state-aided  4C0-unit  project,  has  hceii  100  j)crcent  occupied  since  August.  1950. 

Heiits  are  fixed  on  income  and  average  .842.90.  Income  limit  for  admission  is  83950,  maximum,  with 
a continued  occuj)ancy  limit  of  84200.  Because  of  the  ever  increasing  average  weekly  wage  of  workers  in 
til  is  area,  it  is  expected  that  the  State  Housing  Board  will  he  asked  to  increase  the  income  ceilings. 

In  Octoher,  1955,  the  project  paid  the  City  in  lieu  of  taxes  .814,400.  During  the  year,  110  families 
moved  from  .'snug  Harhor,  the  majoritv  purchasing  homes  in  the  South  Shore  area. 

During  the  year  extensive  repairs  were  made  to  the  exterior  and,  where  necessary,  to  the  interior. 
I he  (iity,  at  the  reipiest  of  the  Authority,  jirovidcd  an  area  of  about  ten  acres  for  recreation  in  rear  of 
the  Snug  Harhor  School. 


RIVERVIEW 

Hiveiwiew.  completed  in  1952,  has  remained  100  jicrcent  occujiied  since  the  first  occupancy  on 
june  25  of  that  year.  4 he  project  consists  of  45  huildings  of  four  units  each. 

Bents  are  determined  in  accordance  with  income  and  size  of  family,  approximately  about  21  per- 
cent ol  net  income.  Admission  income  limits  range  from  .82500  to  .83000,  and  continued  occupanev 
limits  from  83125  to  .83750.  It  is  also  anticipated  that  the  P.  H.  A.  will  he  asked  to  increase  these  ceil- 
ings due  to  increases  in  average  wage  levels.  Average  rentals  are  847.32.  For  the  fiscal  vear  ending 
June  30,  1955.  the  city  was  paid  .87108.68  in  lieu  of  taxes. 


1 lie  continued  income  of  the  616  families  in  all  housing  developments,  with  approximatelv  1800 
children,  is  around  83,500,000. 

Since  the  inception  of  public  housing  in  Quincy,  the  Housing  Authority  has  jiaid  the  eitv,  in  lieu 
of  taxes,  a total  of  8258.109.81. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  HISTORICAL  PLACES 


i he  Board  of  Managi'rs  of  Historical  Places  is  charged  with  the  general  sujiervision  and  mainte- 
nance of  two  ol  Americas  most  famous  historical  shrines,  the  birthplaces  of  John  Adams  and  his  son. 
John  Quincy  Adams,  second  and  sixth  Presidents. 


1 he  hiithplace  of  John  Adams,  who  was  horn  ( letoher  19,  173.5  M )ld  Stvle  I was  built  in  1681.  The 
hirthplace  of  John  Quincy  Adams,  horn  July  11,  1767.  was  built  in  1716. 


Dining  19.5.5  approximately  4,000  persons  from  many"  states  and  eight  foreign  countries  visited  the 
cottages,  although  heavy  rains  and  hurricane  threats  during  the  year  kept  nianv  tourists  awav.  On  His- 
loi  ic  Quincy  Day,  July  4.  1955,  some  866  visitors  came  to  the  old  houses.

10,766  children  and  school  personnel  availed  themselves  of  tlie  oj)j»ortunity  to  take  accident 
insurance. 

A hronze  placpie  honoring  W illiam  Hradford  for  his  many  years  of  service  as  ehairman  of  the 
Trade  School  Advisory  Committee  was  unveiled  at  a ceremony  in  the  new  trade  school  wing. 

A color  motion  picture  film  was  juoduced  cooperatively  hy  the  school  guidance  department  and 
the  Quincv  Chamher  of  Commerce.  The  film,  entitled  A l*lace  For  1 ou,  depicts  joh  ojiportunities  in 
Quincy. 

An  experimental  elementary  report  card  was  revised  in  response  to  teaeher  and  parent  reaetions. 

Meml  lers  of  the  graduating  class  in  the  Quincy  high  school  received  scholarshij)  aid  totaling  $35,000. 
Guest  speakers  and  field  trips  included: 

A trip  to  the  U\  taken  hy  40  students  from  Quinev  High  Sehool. 

As  guest  speaker  for  the  \orth  Quincy  High  liiology  cluh,  a hio-chemist  from  India  in  this  country 
as  a Fulhright  scholar. 

The  Quiney  Junior  Red  Cross  Council  was  one  of  7 eleeted  for  nationwide  recognition. 

^ isitors  to  the  sehools  included  the  minister  of  edueation  from  Guatemala  and  the  director  gen- 
eral of  education  from  Finland. 

A spring  festival  participated  in  hy  pupils  from  all  grade  levels  spotlighted  class  work  in  music, 
art,  and  jihysical  education,  also  the  part  played  hy  teaching  aids  in  the  school  |)rogram. 

First-hand  knowledge  of  civics  was  obtained  through  Stuflent  Exchange  Day  — students  from  towns 
visiting  Quincy,  and  Quincy  students  visiting  neighhoring  towns  to  learn  about  town  government  and 
to  attend  town  meetings;  also  from  Quincy  Government  Day — the  day  on  which  eighth  gra<le  students 
of  eomniunity  civics  sj)end  time  interviewing  department  heads  and  getting  first-hand  information  rela- 
tive to  municipal  services. 

A pilot  project  in  economic  education  undertaken  hy  students  in  the  problems  of  democrarv  classes 
in  Quincy  High  School  culminated  in  an  evening  open-to-the-j»uhlic  panel,  students  reporting  on  inter- 
views with  loeal  hankers,  businessmen,  and  representatives  of  lalior  and  agriculture. 

Quincy  s young  jieople  were  comjdimented  for  their  conduct  and  for  their  enthusiastic  response  to 
exhibits  and  materials  at  the  Museum  of  Science.  Field  trijis  to  the  museum  are  conducted  hy  the  schools 
with  the  cooperation  of  parent-teacher  association  groups. 

Quincy’s  radio  coordinator.  Miss  Elizabeth  ^IcConarty,  was  awarded  a Ford  Foundation  fellow- 
ship providing  op|>ortunity  for  travel,  study,  and  observation  of  current  practices  in  radio,  television, 
and  related  fields.
